It  will  be  olaerved  thnt  tlio  pnMi«ion»  of  this  crtieli-  fall  con- 
sidcrably  short  of  the  eontintionn  of  the  I'nile.!  Stat™. 

The  elaim  put  forwani  by  the  Ann  rican  rieiiipoti'iitiariea  was 
that  their  llsherniiii  xhouM  eontinue  to  enjoy  the  aamo  ritiht  of  dry- 
ing and  curing  fiah  within  tlio  excluiiive  jurimliction  of  England  on 
the  North  American  coasti  aa  they  had  i«:iwe«iinl  as  Britith  subjcti. 

The  uio  of  the  word  '  righU '  wa«  Ktronirly  nriicl  by  Mr.  Adani«, 
but  without  avail,  for  ill  partial  and  reBtrii-fe.1  eniphiynient  in  the 
Treaty  screes  but  to  einphnniro  the  refusal  of  the  British  fjovem- 
iiieiit  to  entiTtain  tlw  claim  of  the  I'niti-d  State*  to  continue  in  pos- 
session of  advfliitogis  Howing  from  an  allegiance  which  they  had 
voluntarily  renouiicetl. 

The  point  at  issue,  however,  as  it  affected  Oreat  Britain,  «ni 
mainly  one  of  principle,  for  .it  that  time  tlie  spursi  uess  of  pop  dilii>n 
in  tlie  miiritinie  llrilisli  colonics  rendered  it  a  matter  of  mniiil  con- 
sequence who  titihed  in  their  watera.  In  view  of  this  fact,  niid  in  re- 
turn for  advantages  Uuriiig  upon  the  navigation  of    he  Mississippi

The  last  point  we  .Icined  of  the  more  coT 
sequem-c  from  ...ir  ft^hernun  having  .issure.1  us.  that  the  whole  fishing 
grouii,  on  the  coast  of  Nova  Scotia  exten,k-.l  to  n  gtt>ater  distant^ 
than  Imv  miles  from  lan.l;  whereas  along  the  coast  of  Labrador  it 
was  almost  uiiiv.rsally  close  in  with  the  shore." 

For  thirty-six  y,.«r8  thi.  convention  nmnincd  continuously  in 
foice.  From  1854  to  1860  iu  effect  was  suspended  by  the  Reciprocity 
Treaty  of  the  first  mentioned  year,  an.l  again  from  1873  to  1885,  by 
the  Treaty  of  Washington.  f,K,ii  the  termination  ot  the  Fisherr 
Articles  of  that  Treaty,  the  provisions  of  tho  Convention  of  181S 
revived,  and  coiitinu.-  to  this  .lay  the  staiidar.1  by  which  the  fishing 
nghti  of  the  two  peoples  are  to  be  regulated.

Whoroaa  ditlfniicca  have  ariavn  n»p«!tin«  llic  liberty  claimed  by 
the  t'nitwl  Stutea  for  the  inhabitunta  thereof,  to  take,  dry,  and  euro 
flah  on  certain  eonata,  baya,  harboura  and  ereeka  of  Hia  Britannia 
Uajeaty'a  dominiona  in  Ainrrira  it  in  aitrenl  lietwivii  the  high  con- 
tractins  partica,  that  the  inhabilanta  of  the  aaid  Cnitod  Statea  ahall 
have  for  ever,  in  common  with  the  aubjoota  of  Ilia  Brltaunie  Majeaty, 
the  liberty  to  tnke  lish  of  every  kind  on  that  part  of  the  aouthcm 
coaat  of  Xcwfuundlaiid  which  exteuda  from  Capo  Kay  to  the  Bameau 
lalanda,  on  the  wntern  and  northern  coaat  of  Nevvfoundland,  from 
the  said  Cape  Ray  to  the  Quirpon  lalanila  on  the  ahores  of  the  Mag- 
dalen lalanda,  and  niao  on  the  coaata,  bayr,  harboura,  and  en«ka  from 
Mount  Joly  on  the  aouthcm  coast  of  Librador,  to  and  through  the 
Streighta  of  Belleiale  and  thcucc  northwardly,  indefinitely,  along  the 
conat,  without  prejudice  however,  to  any  of  the  exclusive  righta  of 
the  Iludaon'a  Bay  Couipany;  And  that  the  American  fishermen  shall 
alao  have  liberty  for  over,  to  dry  and  cure  fiah  in  any  of  the  unaet- 
tkd  baya,  harboura  and  crceka  of  the  aouthem  part  of  the  coaat  of 
Kewfoundlond  hervubove  duacribeil,  and  of  the  coast  of  Labrador; 
but  so  aoon  aa  the  BUine,  or  any  portion  thereof,  shall  bu  aettled,  it 
ahall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  fishermen  to  dry  or  cure  fiah  at  auch 
portion  ao  settled,  without  previoua  agreement  for  auch  purpoaa  with 
the  inhabitanta,  proprietora,  or  iiossewiore  of  the  itround.  And  the 
United  Statea  liereby  renounce  for  ever,  any  liberty  heretofore  en- 
joyed or  claimed  by  the  inhabitnnia  thereof,  to  take,  dry  or  cure  fish 
on,  or  within  three  marine  miles  of  any  of  the  eooats,  bays,  crocks  or 
harlnurs  of  Ilia  Britannic  Majcaty'a  dominions  in  America  not  in- 
cluded within  the  aimve  mentioned  limits;  Pro\'i(led,  however,  that 
the  American  fishermen  ahall  1«  iidniitted  to  enter  auch  baya  or  har- 
bours for  the  purpose  of  shelter  and  of  repairing  damage*  therein, 
cf  purchoainR  wood,  ond  of  obtaining  water,  and  for  no  other  pur- 
pose whatever.  But  they  shall  lie  under  sueh  restrictioia  n  may  be 
necesaary  to  prevent  their  taking,  drjiuR  or  curing  fish  therein,  or 
in  anj*  other  manner  whatever  abuaintr  the  privilcRcs  h-'reby  reserved 
to  them.
